BULLY REED RALLIES HIS MEN, 


ee 


Who, Aided by a Half Dozen Democrats, 
Defeat the Effort to Force the Silver 
Bill to the Front. 


WASHINGTON, February 6.—[Special.]— 
Speaker Reed bulldozed his men into line, and 
free coinage was knocked out by the house 
today. 

lt was, however, only a temporary defeat, 
tnd does not prove by any means that the ma- 
jority of the house is against free coinage. 

As explained tn these dispatches last night 
Mr. Bland offered an amendment tothe sundry 
civil appropriation bill, providing for the free 
coinage of silver. A point of order that the 
&mendment was not germain to the Dill was 
raised yesterday afternoon, and then the house 
adjourned.  ‘“" 

Today Mr. Payson, who was in the chair, 
when the house went into committee of the 
whole, ruled that the point of order was well 
taken and sustained it. 

Then Mr. Bland appealed. Asthe rules of 
the house provide that there can be no aye 
and no vote in committee of the whole, the 
vote was taken by tellers, As the members 
walked through to be counted, the most in- 
tensa excitement prevailed. Reed walked 
through at the head of the republican column, 
and then stood toone side to see that all his 
men voted to sustain the chairman in ruling 
out free coinage. 

THE DEMOCRATIC SEVEN. 

When seven demcrats passed through with 
the republicans Reed smiled broadly, for he 
knew that gave him the fight. The democrats 
who voted with the republicans, and thus de- 
feated free coinage for the time 
being, were Andrew, of Massachusetts; 
Mutchler and Vaux, of Pennsylvania, and 
Spinola, Dunphy, Wiley and Clancey, of New 
York. 

Eleven republicans voted with the demo- 
crats, but that was not enough. The vote 
stood 134 to 127, and the amendment was de- 
foated. 

THE VOTE EXPLAINED. 

There are supposed to be twenty-four repub- 
licans in thé house who favor free coinage, 
but Reed managed /o whip them all into line 
today, except elevén. They gave as their ex- 
cusé that while they are for free coinoge, they 
are not willing to vote to overrnle the chair- 
man when they know hm to be right, to get it. 
As a matter of fact, under the rules, Mr. Pay- 
son did rule correctly today, but the demo- 
crats saw this was their only opportunity at 
present to get a vote on free coinage, and they 
jumped at it. 

The silver men are, however, yet hopeful, 
and if it be possible to get a direcs vote on free 
coinage without any encumbrances, they be- 
lieve it will pass. However, right at present 
it does not seem at all probable that a direct 
vote can be reached at this session of congress. 
The committee on coinage, it is certain, will 
not report unti: itis too late for the house to 
act, and, with Reed ruling against the demo- 
trats, there scems bo way right now to get the 
bill away from the committee. 

TO CAUCUS TONTOHT. 

The democrats, however, will caucus tomor- 
row night and consider the question. 

Thete has been some talk tonight to the 
effect that the democrats will force an extra 
session if Reed and the gold bugs refuse to al- 
low a vote on silver. But there are many 
democrats who Oppose an extra session move- 
ment and who are now exerting themselves to 
get through the coinage committee a bill pro- 
viding for the free coinage of only American 
silver. The free coinage men would 
compromise on such a Dill as that, but the 
gold standard followers of the president seem 
determined to prevent the passage of any bill 
at all, and seem willing to resort to any sort of 
questionable methods to attain their end. 

The fight is how on, and whether a free 
coinage bil] is passed or not there will be many 
skirmishes between the two factions within 
the next week. 

The Alliance Presidents.

THE EIGHT-HOUR BILL. 


Tho Senate Takes It Up—Several Amend- 


ments Offered. 

WASHINGTON, February 6.—Mr. Morgan ad- 
dressed the senate in support of the bill reported 
from the committee on foreign relations, to aid in 
the construction of the Nicaragua maritime 


canal. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Morgan’s speech the 
senate. resumed consideration of tho house bill 
providing for the adjustment of accounts of 
laborers, workmen and mechanics arising under 
the eight-hour law, anid was addressed by Mr. 
Morrill in opposition toit. It was not too much 
to say, he remarked, thata large majority of the 
people of the United States labored more than 
ten hours a day. ie 
He had a deep conviction that not only was the 
eight-hour law of 1868 fundamentally wrong, but 
that the attempted resurrection of it in the pend- 
ing measure nstead of being beneficial to the 
class which it was specially intended to benetit, 
would inflict upon that class and upon the coun- 
iry at large a grave and possibly an irreparable 
injurv. No accurate estimate of the cost of the 
Dill to the country could be made, and its passage 
had not been asked for or promoted, so far as he 
knew. by the best workmen, or those longest in 

biic service. ; 
aE Beewart argued in favor of the bill. 

The amendment reported from the committce 
on education and labor was read. It strikes out 
of the house bill the proviso that it shall not be 
pperative whenever the court of claims shall find 
that the work or service was pyre under any 
sontract, express or implied; and the worktaan 
bas been paid therefor the amount agreed upon.

WHITEWASHED BY THE COMMITTEE. 


Green B. Raum’s Republican Confederates 
Rally to His Aid. 

WASHINGTON, February 6.—Representative 
Morrill, chairman of the special house com- 
mittee that investigated the charges con- 
tained in the resolution introduced by Repre- 
sentative Cooper, of Indiana, against Green 
B. Raum, commissioner of pensions, 
has completed the report of tho result of in- 
quiry. He submitted it to a meeting of the 
committee this afternoon, and it was agreed to 
by his republican colleagues. There will bea 
minority report submitted by the democratic 
members of the committee. Mr. Morrill’s 
report says that under the resolution 
of the house the questions to 
investigated by the committee were that the 
commissioner had been selling stock in a cer- 
tain refrigerator company, alleged to bo worth- 
less, to certain employes in the pension office, 
and that in consideration of such purchase 
said enmployes are, or have been, 
promoted, and that the commissioner, by an 
unjust and partial ruling, had advanced and 
caused to be taken up out of 
their order, many thousands of claims 
of certain attorneys in Washington, (re- 
ferring to George E. Lemon, and 
that in consideration thereof said attorney had 
become surety on the note of said commission. 
As to the Lemon charge the committee finds 
that it is true that Lemon did en- 
dorse Raum’s note for $12,000, but 
that Lemon was secured by collateral. The 
report says that Lemou had no assurance and 
no intimation even, that the completed files 
order had been or would be issued. 

The committee examined at length 
his story of this order, and 
find that there is no evidence 
to show any favoritism to Lemon, or any other 
attorney. The committee finds there is no 
truth in the charges that Lemon procured sit- 
uations in the pension office for his former 
employes. In conclusion the report says: 

The committee, after a patient hearing of all 
the evidence, and after careful consideration 
of the same, have come to the conclusion that 
there is an entire failure to show a sale or offer 
of sale of any stock to any employe of the pen- 
sion office, nor has there been any promotion 
made or offered to be made, in consideration 
of such sale, 


THE NICARAGUA, CANAL. 


Senator Morgan Speaks of the Importance of 
the Project. 

WASHINGTON, February 6.—[Speoial.]—Senator 
Morgan in his speech on the Nicaragua canal said 
the bill had support from every section of the 
country, and that gave it a broad national charac- 
ter. The plan set forth in it was new to the 
country, and had been recommended by the com- 
mission after the most careful consideration. In 
dealing with the subject the American govern- 
ment had found Great Britain imtent on depriving 
the United States of its natural and legitimate 
influence on that great transit for ships  be- 
tween the two oceans, There was but one Amcri- 
can side to the question of the Monroe doctrine. 
That was not only a living question, but was 
also .a burning question, and the sooner 
itwas settied the better it would befor the 
world. He referred to itnow only to emphasize 
the fact that transit across the isthmus of Darien 
was a subject of vast and far-reaching impor- 
tunce. In fact, it was the most important subject 
now connected with the commercial growth and 

rogress of the United States. A canal through 
Nicaragua would be built, and no nation would be 
porurenas to use itin such a manner as would em- 
jarrass or threaten the coastwise trade with the 
Pacific states.

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DR. HARRIS IN THE SOUP. 


His Brethren Are Not Prepared to Believe 
in His Innocence, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 6.—[{Special.] 
The Lebanon presbytery of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian church, which, forjthe past four 
days bas been engaged in an investigation of 
certain charges preferred against Rev. D. M. 
Harris, D.D., former editor of The Cumber- 
land Presbyterian, a church organ, concluded 
its session this afternoon. 

The matter came before the presbytery in the 
form of a report from the special committee 
appointed at a former meeting, the reading of 
which report was,under a law of the church, 
arrested by a leading elder who then made 
formal charges against Dr. Harris. These 
charges were, that Dr. Harris had visited 
houses ofill-fame at night; that he visited them 
for immora! purposes,and that he had published 
and caused to be published statements in ro- 
gard thereto which were unreasonable and 
untrue. 

The presbytery made a thorough investiga- 
tion, and found that muchof the evidence 
presented was not only unsatisfactory but 
contradictory. The presbytery, by a unani- 
mous vote, adopted resolutions expressing it as 
the sense of the body, that while 
the proof in the case was not suflicient to es- 
tablish the fact that Dr. Harris was guilty of 
adultery, either in act or purpose, yet there 
wasjc videncejfrom thefestimony in the case, his 
own included,of grave imprudence and of con- 
duct highly reprehensible. 

The resolutions adopted by the presbytery 
then declare that Dr. Harris is hereby sus- 
pended from the functions of the ministry 
until the next stated meeting of the 
presbytery, in April, 1891. 

br. Harris was arrested last summer at the 
instance of Gracie Benjamin, who charged 
that he had refused to pay money which she 
claims that be owed her, and in a dispute had 
struck her. Dr. Harris said the woman had 
seized 46ohis hat while he was a 
stranger to her and was walking 
on the street, and refused to return it unless 
he paid her $100. Wishing to avoid trouble 
he paid her the sum, whereupon he said she 
demanded $1,000, which he declined to pay 
and his arrest followed. The grand jury failed 
to indict him, but the case was taken mae?

BISHOP TAYLOR’S INJUNCTION 


To Save African Missionary Money From 
Kean’s Wreck. 

CuicaGco, February 6.—[Special.)—Judge 
Tully, of the circuic court, has practical! 
tied up any settlement of the Kean bank af- 
fair by granting an injunction to Bishop 
William Taylor, African missionary, re- 
straining Kean & Co. and assignees of Jacobs 
and Shaw fromdisposing of the bank assetts, 
By this chancery proceeding, Bishop Taylor 
seeks to establish a trust fund for $8,878. He 
says Kean undertook to act as treasurer for the 
fund to establish missions in Africa along the 
Congo river, east to Stanley’s Pool. Some 
$30,000 was placed in Kean's hands 
in trust and when the bank failed 
there was still in his possession nearly $9,000. 
An arrangement of a majority of creditors to 
accept the 35-per-cent proposition is stated, 
and, if this is allowed, says Taylor, the trust 
money for the African heathens will disappear.

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PISTOLS IN THE WAY. 


HOW TWO WOMEN HELD THE PRIS- 
ONER BACK. 


A DARING DEED OF HEROISM. 


One Set of Prisoners Starts the Alarm on the 
Others—The Women Rally to the Guard 
and Hold the Breakers Back. 


CuaARLotTtE, N.C., February 6.—[Special.] 
Abram Evans, one of the negroes in jiil on 
the charge of stealing harness from W. E. 
Shaw & Co., of this city, was inspired with 
hopes of liberty last night, which inspiration, 
however, did not last long. He picked a hole 
in the jail wall, butafter his hours of toil 
when he stuck his head out to see how the 
ground lay, and to see also how much larger 
he would have to make the hole to admit the 
passage of his body, he was struck all ina 
heap to see two pistols stuck right into his 
eyes. 

HELD BY TWO WOMEN. 

The pistols were held by the sheriff’s wife 
and daughter. Evans drew back his head with 
commendable celerity. After having locked 
the cell doors last night, Sheriff Smith took a 
look into the cells and found everything, as 
he thought, all right. In one cell there should 
have been three negro men. Casting his light 
into the cell the sheriff saw what 
he thought the forms of three 
prisoners, but as afterwards proved 
one form was nothing more than a blanket 
rolled so that it looked like it covered a body. 

In the jail were two negro women, who were 
not locked in cells, but who were allowed the 
liberty of the corridors. Satisfied that all was 
right, the sheriff came up town to serve some 
papers, and when he got back, an hour or two 
later, he found his wife and daughter keeping 
guard, as already described. 

THE ALARM WAS GIVEN. 

It seems that Evans eluded the vigilance of 
of the sheriff and had concealed himself in the 
corridor. When all was quiet he broke an 
iron bar from the railing around the cells and 
went to work to pick a hole in the outer wall 
of the jail. Some ofthe prisoners heard the 
noise, andimagining that somebody was try- 
ing to break into the jail to lynch them, they 
raised their voices. Mrs. Smith heard 
their calls, and was not long in realiz- 
ing the situation. Then she and her 
daughter got thelr pistols, and stood guard on 
the outside, where the negro was digging at 
the wall. When the sheriff arrived he locked 
Evans up, and his enterprising efforts at liberty 
was at an end. 


CONFESSES HIS GUILT. 


Clarence McKlicroy Admits the Marder of 
Annie Reed. 

CoLtumevs, Ga., February 6.—[{Special.J— 
Clarence McK leroy, the negro who was con- 
victed on the 22d of January for the murder of 
his paramour, Annie Reed, by cutting her 
throat on the night of July 7th last, was sen- 
tenced to be hanged on the 26th of this month. 
A motion for a new trial was made by his at- 
torneys, and the hearing set for the 14th of 
February, instant. 

This afternoon McKleroy made aconfession. 
He said; 


‘Women and whisky have brought me to 
this. You see, I had this girl, and she got 
mad with me about another girl and said she 
was going to kill me if i didn’t let her alone. 
One night we were all drinking, and Annie, 
who came up with us, tried to give me some 
trouble. She asked me for a dime and my 
pocket knife, which I gave her. All of a 
sudden she jumped at me with the knife and 
cut me here, and here, and here,”’ pointing out 
the places on his head and armas. 

“T thought sure she was going to kill me, 
and I jumped back, grabbed out my knife and 
said, ‘Stand back.’ She came on, and I just 
slashed her like this,’”’ making a motion with 
his hand Hesaid he was sorry he had com- 
mitted tne deed, and would give anything in 
the world if he had not done it, but believed if 
he had not doneit that the woman would have 
killed him, and did not think he oughtto be 
hung.

FIGHT 


And Then Contribute to the City Police 
Fund. 


RALEIGH, N. C., February 6.—[{Special.]— 
This morning a few minutes before the legis- 
lature met,, there wasa fight in the capitol 
between Editors Samuel Ashe, of the News 
and Observer, and Josephus Daniels, of The 
State Chronicle.

Review of Business by R. G. Dun & Co. 
Failures, Etc. 

NEW YORK, February 6.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: Though at a higher 
level of prices, business continues to exceed last 
year’s on the whole,and is in character more 
healthy and conservative than usual, with less 
speculative excitement and with a sense of un- 
certainty, making buyers cautious im nearly all 
lines, 80 that purchases are closely confined to 
the actual demand for consumption. 

The volume of business transacted is, neverthe- 
less, much greater than a year aygoin some of the 
most important branches, and in scarcely 
any is there a material decrease. The 
money markets are everywhere easy, eofn- 
fidence is still affected, to 
extent by the ility of monetary.

The stock market has been irregular, but the 
disposition to invest surplus funds is strength- 
ened by the progress of the railroad presidents 
toward an effective reguiation of trafic and by 
the large earnings reported. 

The ove prices of commodities advanced 
nearly half of 1 per cent for the past week, but the 
advance is almost exclvsively in products of which 
the crops were short. 

Reports this morning from all parts of the coun- 
try indicate a fair volume of trade for the season, 
easy money, any collections generally fair, though 
ata few western points and in the grocery trade 
at Philadelphia, rather slow. 

The south has the embarrassment of a further 
decline in the price of cotton, but receipts are 
large and the general trade is somewhat better at 
New Orleans, though receipts of sugar are 
light; trade is improved at Atlanta; 
a fair volume but quite cautious 
at Memphis, and dull at present, but with bright 
prospects at Savannah. At Pittsburg iron is 
quieter, though a better demand for rails is seen. 
Philadelphia notes a prospereus spring business 
jin shoes and leather, and in dry goods, with the 
clothing trade healthier than for years, a fairly 
satisfactory trade in groceries and chemicals, 
with liquors and tobacco quiet. 

The resumption of work by some Alabama iron 
furnaces increases the excess cf production. 
Buyers hesitate to take rails at the price fixed by 
the combination. At many barmills a scarcity of 
orders is felt, and structural and plate iron are 
irregular. 

The coal trade is still congested, the January 
out-put having been 2,525,000 tons, a quarter more 
than last year, and some mines are stopping. 

In woolen manufacture the signs of 
improvemens multiply, and, while trade 
in goods is cautious, it is steady and 
large. ne large establishment, which 
has been making worsteds in Bradford, England, 
has bought property and preparing works near 
Philadelphia. he demand for wool of all kinds 
lifts the price alittle, but especially for coarse 
and worsted grades. 

Wheat has advanced 15, cents and corn and oats 
nearly a cent on moderate sales; lard and hogs 
being also 10 cents per 100 pounds stronger, and 
oil 2'% cents, but cotton is a sixteenth lower. 

Exports from New York are now falling below 
last year’s, especially in breaastuff.

ANOTHER SHORT LINE OUT OF AT 
LANTA WILL BE BUILT. 


THE FORT PAYNE AND EASTERN ROAD 


Other Information that Will Be Read with 
Interest by Railroad Men in 
this Section. 


The Macon and Dublin road is seeking an 
entrance into Savannah,and asks from the city 
he same advantages that were granted the 
South Bound. Brunswick has offered the 
Macon and Dublin terminal facilities, but the 
promoters of the road say they would rather 
go to Savannah if they can get anything like 
reasonable rightsjof way. 


@ The Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
road is now completed to the Chattahooches 
river, and the piers for the iron bridge over 
that river are being erected. Work is now 
going on from Hurtsboro both ways and is 
being pushed as rapidly as possible. Twelve 
and one-half miles have been completed in 
the vicinity of that town. It is thought by 
the contractors that the road will be completed 
to Montgomery by July Ist. 


It is said that hereafter the Chattanooga, 
tome and Columbus will transfer through 
freight to the Central road without rebilling. 


The Southern Lumberman, of Nashville, 
says of the proposed railway commission of 
Tennessee : 

The present Tennessee legislatare will probably 
be called on to consider the feasibility of enacting 
some kind of railroad commission. A 
mistake, perhaps, could not be made by the law- 
makers of this commonwealth. The timber and 
mineral wealth of Tennessee is simply enormo 
and no portion of the country needs new lines 
railway for developing these interests so much as 
this state. That a railroad commission would, te 
a considerable extent, hamperand hinder the con~ 
struction of these new lines, goes without saying. 

Lumbermen, as a class, are distincly opposed to 
railroad commission, and desire to make their own 
freight rates as faras possible: The state of 
Georgia probably has a more effective railroad 
commission than any other state in the south, and 
the expression of lumbermen is that it is a 
lutely worthless to them and often works @ 
hardship in the way of causing delay in securin 
rates,etc. The interstate commerce bill prov 
an utter failure and cost shippers several million, 
dollars without resulting in a single benefit. ©

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An Interesting Case Which Will Come Up in 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., February 6.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The saloon keepers here haye promised 
to make things interesting on the assembling 
of court, while the city government has an- 
nounced that they will share some of the glory. 

To explain this light allusion, it may be nec- 
essary to say that one of the most interesting 
suits that has ever been hatched upin this sec- 
tion was sprung between the whisky dealers 
here and the city council over the tax ques- 
tion this week. The suit will be of interest on 
its real merits, but when it is understood that 
the liquor dealers have caught the sympathies 
of the prohibitionists and are defended by the 
greatest prohibition advocates, while the city 
is backed up by the antis and is defended in 
like mannerf, the city assumes the attitude of 
a “wheel within a wheel’’ or a ‘‘case of dog eat 
dog,’ its interest is strengthened and it be- 
comes novel if not a comical! suit. 

The cause of the suit isas follows: The 
city’s fiscal year ends on the Ist of February. 
When the county went wet eight months ago, 
the city fathers fixed the tax at $500, and 
yassed ordinances placing the saloons under 
the strictest of police regulation. Before 
granting license, however, each applicant was 
required to sign a contract with the city, recog- 
nizing the 1st of February as the end of the 
year, sothe eight months’ license cost the 
saloon men $500. On the lst of February they 
refused to take out license. The city council 
became aggtessive, and four of the dealers 
were closed up. After considerable caucusing 
between the attorneys, principals and friends, 
it was agreed to allowed the dealers to con- 
tinue business, provided they would deposit 
with the Bank of Milledgeville the necessary 
$500, to cover their tax should the court de- 
cide against them. The saloon menclaim that 
the city council has gone beyond the charter of 
the city in their action, and that they were 
forced through coercion to sign the contract 
relieving the city of the full “twelve months” 
as stated in the charter. The case will be 
fought to the end by both factions, and will be 
of interest in every feature. 


SHOOTING ON A TRAIN, 


A Colored Prisoner Sends Bullets Around 
Promiscuously. 

MONTEVALLO, Ala., February 5.—[Spe- 
cial.]|—Quite an exciting scene happened on 
train No. 22 of the Alabama division of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railway. 
Two officers goton board at Maplesville, a 
few miles north of Selma, with two negro 
prisoners that they were carrying to jail, and 
when near Randolph, fourteen miles south of 
here, and the scene of the murder of the Jack- 
son county, Louisiana, sheriff a few weeks 
ago, the negroes rose in their seats, and one of 
them, who had had a pistol slipped to him by 
friends, commenced shootipg at the officers, 
while the other jumped from the car window 
with the train in full motion.

INDIGNANT CITIZEN. 


Mr. C. T. Bond Severely Criticises a Justice 
of the Peace and Gives a Graphic De- 


scriptiun of the Riot. 


Evserron, Ga., February 6.—[Special.]— 
The recent riot in Hart county has stirred up 
considerable ill feeling between different par- 
ties. The following salty and explanatory 
letter was written by Mr. C. T. Bond: 

As there has been so much talk of the little 
riot that took place in Hart county a few days 
ago, I feel it my duty to make a clear state- 
ment of the facts, as I was one of the parties. 

Bailiff R. P. Carter, of Centerville, had a 
warrant for the arrest of Simon Gaines, col- 
ored. Mr. Carter, fearing some trouble (as a 
a bailiff from Gaines’s district went to the ne- 
gro’s house just before this, and had trouble), 
summoned a party of three to assist him. The 
posse of four then started for the negro’s house, 
reaching it without any trouble, but failed to 
find the negro. Mr. Carter hearing that 
Gaines was in Royston, left two of his men to 
watch the negro’s house, while he (Carter) 
and another went to the above named place, 
two miles distant. 

A few minutes after Carter left a negro 
passed by on a mule. After this a crowd of ten 
negroes came along; mounted and wel! armed 
with guns and pistols. Just as the negroes 

assed three pistols were heard in the neigh- 
orhood of John Higginbotham’s house, and 
one of the negroes exclaimed’ ‘‘D—nif that 
don’t mean something,”’ and rode on at a rapid 


gait. . 

Knowing that this was too much for two, we 
went up the road to meet the rest of our party 
and we did not have far togo when we met 
them. The four then started back to get our 
horse and buggy. When we arrived at the 
spot we found the horse and buggy surrounded 
by some eighteen or twenty negroes well 
armed. 

The negroes so largely outnumbered us, we 
knew that it would be folly to try and take 
the buggy away from them. We again re- 
traced our steps back to Royston, to try and 
get some assistance. We went at once tothe 
residence of Mr. Webb, the town marshal, and 
told him what had happened. Mr. Webb did 
not think there would be any trouble, and so 
three of us went back, Messrs. Webb, C. T. 
Bond and R P. Carter. 

When we got back again where we had left 
the negroes, we found negroes, horse and 
buggy gone. 

They had gone down to their foreman’s, 
John Higginbotham’s, and put the horse and 
buggy in his stables, built up a big fire in his 
yard, and were standing around laughing and 
talking. Before reaching the house we stopped 
ata fire they had just left, for consultation. 
About this time there was a volley of shot 
fired from Higginbotham’s yard, shot falling 
around us like rain. 

The next day we got up a crowd of some 
thirty men, at Royston, and that night went 
back to execute the summons, and try and 
catch the negroes that had taken part 
in the riot the night before. We 
caught about sixteen of them, includ- 
ing the white man, Higginbotham, 
and carried them before a justice of the peace. 
But justice did nottravel thatday. After 
standing inthe rain all the morning, Mr. Ira 
Brown, the pretended justice of the peace, 
came about 12 o’clock, and the trial com- 
menced. 

One after another the negroes were placed 
on the stand, and the majority acknowledged 
tothe shooting, and that the whole crowd 
went after the buggy, and that Higginbotham 
ordered the buggy carried to his house where 
we found it with the harness cut to pieces. 

This trial was simply outrageous. We, the 
prosecutors, were not allowed to make our 
statement, and were not allowed totell what 
Higginbotham had to say in Royston, the day 
after the shooting. 

The justice of the peace was carried clean off 
of his bench by the eloquence of two lawyers 
from Hartwell, Messrs. Hodges and Turner. 
We doupt seriously whether he had sense 
enough to get home after the trial. The coun- 
try would be better off if he didn’t. His de- 
cision was this: ‘‘There is no shadow of evi- 
dence that there has been a riot.’’ 

Before any impartial justice, a man of com- 
mon sense, &@ map with any manhood, the 
whole mob would have been convicted. 

At the next term of court, in March, we 
shall see why a justice of the peace should not 
deal out justice, and Why a white man(?) 
should organize a mob of negroes and resist 
any officer in discharging his duties. We 
guess then our side of the case will be heard 
and justice meeted out to all. 

We do not blame the negroes half as much 
as we do Higginbotham, as a negro can be 
persuaded into anything by a white man, és- 
pecially one that is so well adapted to rascality 
as Higginbotham. 

God Almighty knows his business best, but 
he made asad mistake when he gave John 
Higginbotham a white skin. Respectfuily,

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An Outside View. 

The other day we placed on record the 
prediction that the material progress of 
the south would in future rush forward 
without any obstruction in the shape of 
sectional issues or federal interference. 

When business looms up as a bigger 
thing than politics. peace and prosperity 
become assured. The outside world has 
now convinced itself that there is some- 
thing to be made by helping the rising 
south, and much to be lost by pursuing 
the opposite course. At the present time 
the economists, statisticians and capital- 
ists of the north, and of Europe, are 
busily figuring out our resources and pos- 
sibilities, and summarizing them for the 
benefit of the public. With a monopoly 
in cotton, and almost a monopoly in iron 
and timber, it is easy to see why the 
eyes of capital and enterprise are turned 
in this direction. 

In a recent statistical article on the 
south The Philadelphia Times made some 
statements that cannot fail to impress 
the public mind at home and abroad. 
It started out with the declaration that 
our labor, including 38 per cent of the 
labor of the whole country, bad, during 
the last ten years, suffered only one strike 
to every twelve in other sections of the 
country. Our water power equals six 
times the combined water and steam 
power in use for manufacturing purposes 
in the United States in 1880. This can 
be utilized at an average of $1.70 per 
horse power, against an average of - not 
less than $15 in the rest of the country, 
Mark these two points—the most con- 
tented labor and the cheapest motive 
power, the chief factors in the develop- 
ment of raw material! 

With this preface, our contemporary 
then proceeds to call attention to a few 
significant facts and figures. Our timber 
covers over 40 per cent of the area of 
the south, as against the 15 per cent in 
other sections. It is estimated that we 
have stil] standing 230,000,000,000 feet of 

/ yellow pine, and other timber will bring 
with a market value of $10,000,000,000. 
The annual cut of this timber amounts 
to about $100,000,000, and is rapidly in- 
creasing. 

Take the matter of iron next. In ten 
‘years our production of pig iron has 
risen from 290,772 tons in 1880 to 1,684,- 
663 in 1890—an increase of 480 per cent. 
With this goes an inexhaustible supply ‘of 
cheap fuel in the shape of excellent coal. 

The increase of our cotton crop to 
7,000,000 bales emphasizes the fact that 
we have more than twice the number of 
cotton mills in operation ten years ago. 
The number has increased from 161 in 
1880, consuming 180,971 bales of cotton, 
to 334 in 1890, consuming 545,250 bales, 
and turning out a product of $54,199,- 
379. These new mills are largely de- 
voted to the finer grades of goods. 

Southern railway mileage has more than 
doubled in ten years, leaping from 19,572 
miles in 1880 to 41,118 in 1890. These 
railroads last year earned $119,897,205. 

Naturally all this railway building and 
manufacturing enterprise have stimulated 
the growth of cities and towns, opening 
new markets, and advancing the agri- 
cultural interest. The increase in farms 
is rapid, and in ten years it runs from 
$67,372,500, in the value of agricultural 
machinery, to $120,750,000; in acreage, 
from 54,679,145 to 75,511,429; in the 
value of products,’ from $611,690,145 to 
$984,707,000, and in the value of live 
stock, from $360,066,883 to $555,905,108. 

In conclusion The Times remarks that 
it could go on indefinitely showing our 
increase in population, banking capital, 
the - assessed value of property, and a 
hundred other interesting particulars. 

This brief but comprehensive outside 
view of the south speaks for itself. <A 
region of such fair promise is in no dan- 
ger of being made the victim of an un- 
friendly sectional policy. We have left 
all that bebind us, and so long as con- 
siderations of interest and gain continue 
to sway mankind we may expect to see 
outsiders rushing here to build up, de- 
velop and coionize, instead of seeking to 
tear down, disorganize and lay waste, 

As we write these lines it would be 
the easiest thing in the world for any 
representative southern business man to 
suddenly make his appearance in any 
county in New England, in the middle 
states, or in the northwest, and organize 
a colony to come south to start a farm- 
ing community, with a town of its own.

A Common-Sense Suggestion. 

There is a good deal of hard horse sense 
in what Mr. Jay Gould says by way of com- 
ment on Mr. Carnegie’s suggestion that rich 
men should give away the most of their 
property before they die. 

Mr. Gould seized on the idea of charity 
conveyed in the suggestion, and gave ita 
turn that is peculiarly American. ‘‘I think,” 
said he, ‘‘that a man who uses his means to 
provide labor for a large number of people— 
that is, to support them by industry rather 
than support them without industry—is 
doing the highest kind of charity. I think 
Mr. Carnegie, with his vast steel works, em- 
ploying 20,000 or 30,000 men, so that they 
earn a support for their families, is engaged 
in the right kind of charity.”’ 

Mr. Gould’s idea is that the working peo- 
ple, the wage-earners and those who are 
anxious to become wage-earners are not de- 
manding alms, and he isright. Thé great 
majority of them are imbued with that 
American spirit of independence which re- 
pels the idea of charity. What they ask is 
an opportunity to earn their living, and, in 
return, they are willing to give value re- 
ceived in the shape of labor and skill. Give 
a man work and pay him for it, and you not 
only feed his body, but his self-respect, and 
you cultivate in him that spirit of self-re- 
liance and self-respect that isso essential to 
good citizenship. 

There is no country in the world where 
benevolence and charity take such wild and 
sudden plunges, and where so much unin- 
tentional damage has been done by the man- 
ifestations of blind benevolence. There is 
room in every large city for organized char- 
ity, but the great majority of the people are 
not applying for aid in that way. What they 
want is an opportunity of earning their own 
living, and, as Mr. Gould says, that man is 
the greatest benefactor who affords the great- 
est number of people the opportunity of carn- 
ing their labor with theirown bands and 
brains. 


Slandering the Farmers. 

A prominent western republican is quoted 
as saying that Senator Ingalls was defeated 
because the Kansas farmers had bad crops, 
or no crops, last year. Not knowing what 
else to do, they concluded to shake up con- 
gress a little, and they have begun the shak- 
ing process by knocking out Ingalls. 

Now, this is a stupid slander. The farm- 
ers of Kansas never blamed Ingalls for the 
operation of natural causes. ‘They opposed 
him because during his senatorial career he 
ignored their interests, and never recog- 
nized them until he made his famous speech 
last month. 

Whether the farmers of the country have 
good crops or bad crops, they are deter- 
mined in either event to be represented and 
heard in the councils of the nation. This is 
about the size of it. 


A Banker With Brains, 

Quoting the statement of John Sherman 
to the effect that ‘‘the meetings which have 
been held in Boston and elsewhere without 
regard to party show that the feeling in New 
York and New England is settled’’ against 
the free coinage of silver, The New York 
Sun remarks in its irritating way that New 
York has manifested little interest in the 
matter one way or another, 

There is something of a stir among the 
mugwumps, if wild gesticulations on the 
part of one or two hare-brained persons can 
be called a stir, and there have been some 
nonsensival .protests and predictions on the 
part of a few bankers who are interested in 
Wall street speculations. 

Certainly there is no worry in New York 
city or state over the free coinage proposi- 
tion. The democrats represented by Gov- 
ernor Hill are for free silver, and if John 
Sherman had kept his eyes open he would 
have discovered at least one financier of 
New York city, a banker with brains, who 
is an earnest advocate of free silver—Mr. W. 
P. St. Sohn, president of the Mercantile 
National Bank of New York city. 

Lest it be supposed that we refer to Mr. 
St. John as a banker with brains because he 
is an advocate of the free coinage of silver, 
we hasten to say thatthe title is. conferred 
on him because none of the gold-bug bankers 
have been able to meet his arguments or to 
refute his statements. Asfor the gold-bug 
editors they do not touch his arguments at 
all. They practically surrender the field to 
him by ignoring the facts he presents. 

When they predict the hoarding or the ex- 
port of gold by reason of the free coinage of 
silver, Mr. St. John points out that such 
predictions are worthless, because they were 
made when the compulsory coinage bill was 
pending, and since that time gold has con- 
tinued to flow to this country. When they 
declare that, undera free silver act, this 
country will be made the dumping-ground 
for the depreciated silver of the old world, 
Mr. St. Jolin shows that this cannot be so, 
since (1) the European valuation of legal 
tender silver is 7 per cent higher than our 
mints would value it; and (2) because the 
mints of British India have been and still 
are open to the coinage of the world’s silver 
at this higher valuation. 

When Mr. St. John asks the gold-bug 
editors and bankers why the open mints of 
British India have not been made the dump- 
ing-ground of silver, they are all mum. 
They are like the little boy the calf run 
over—they have nothing to say. 

Under all the circumstances, isn’t Taz 
CONSTITUTION justified in alluding to Mr, 
St. John as a banker with brains?

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THE MEBTING AT THE GOVEENOR’S. 


How It Was Received and What Gentlemen 
Most Interested Have to Say—Colonel 
Livingston Talks. 

The secret conclave of alliancemen at the 
governor’s mansion, with the particulars of 
which Tue ConstiruTion startled Georgia, 
was the sensation of yesterday. 

The meeting of Thursday night was followed 
by another yesterday morning at the mansion. 
There were present at this the same gentle- 
men who were there the night before, and the 
matters then discussed were gone over thor- 
oughly. 

It was 1 o’clock before the meeting came to 
an'end. Then the following resolutions, which 
had been prepared at the morning session, 
were furnished for publication: 

Whereas, We are reliably informed that The 
Southern Alliance Farmer, after repeated solici- 
tations has not yet filed with the executive com- 
mittee of the state alliance the bond required 


before it shall become the official organ of the 


alliance, and 

Whereas, Its editor, Mr. ..arry C. Brown, has 
stated to members of this conference that the 
paper has been used by officials in the state alli- 
ance for personal ends, and whereas, the paper 
has declined to publish matter in. the interest of 
the order, when solicited todoso by alliance- 
men; and whereas, the course of the paper, in our 
opinion, has been constantly detrimenia! to the 
best interests of the order, therefore 

Resolved, That we henceforth withdraw our en- 
dorsement from The Southern Alliance Farmer 
and ask its condemnation by alliancemen through- 
out the state. 

Resolved 2, That the chairman of this conference 
shall appoint a committee, whose duty it shall be 
to arrange for the publication of a suitable paper 
in which shall. be advocated the principles and 
purposes of the alliance. , 

Resolved 3, That we will give our hearty sup- 
port to such publication and that we ask for it 
the endorsement and patronage of alliancemen in 
this state until suitable arrangements can be 
made for the publication of. a state organ by the 
State alliance. ‘ : 

Later in the afternoon, the gentlemen who 
had attended from a distance, left for their 
homes. 

The Governor Doesn't Talk. 

To all questions about the meeting of alli- 
ancemen at the executive mansion Thursday 
night and yesterday forenoon, Governor 
Northen had one uniform reply— 

“T haven’t a word to say about that.” 

“No,” he laughed, after all the questions 
had been asked and all answered the same 
way, “Iam not going to say a word about it, 
and I don’t think anybody else will who was 
there.” 

The Gentleman from Putnam. 

Hon. “Bob” Reid, the popular representa- 
tive from Putnam county who is an active and 
earnest member of the alliance, was one of the 
prominent figures in Thursday’s meeting. 
“Everybody who knows me knows how I have 
stood about The Southern Alliance Farmer. I 
have been convinced for a long time that the 
paper did not represent what I considered the 
best element in the alliance and I haye at all 
times been free to say so.”’ 

“Tt is hinted that the meeting is the begin- 
ning of a fight on President Livingston.” 

‘As to that,” said the Putnam county 
statesman, ‘‘I can only say that it must be ev- 
ident to everybody that there has been great 
dissatisfaction with President Livingston, and 
they way things have been run generally. 
There is strong opposition to Colonel Living- 
ston, but what shape it will take I cannot say. 
No, it dates way back of the senatorial fight. 
My fight has been on the paper.”’ ' 

“The meeting was a small one,” was sug- 
gested. 

‘But I never saw one in which there was so 
general attendance of thoseinvited. I think 
trough, that the bulk of the .alliance will be 
with us—the whole alliance, in fact.’”’ 

Colonel Livingston Talks Freely. 

The1l o’clock Georgia train brought Colonel 
Livingston to the eity. He has been at his 
home with his aged father, whose narrow 
escape from death by drowning was described 
a few days ago in Tur ConsTITUTION. 

‘‘No,’”’ he laughed in response to a question, 
‘“T am not here to attend the meeting of alli- 
ance people. In fact, I am not among the ex- 
pected. I knew nothing of the meeting until I 
boarded the cars for Atlantatoday. Some 
one handed me THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION 
of this morning,in which was an account of what 
was supposed to be a meeting of prominent al- 
liancemen of the state held last evening in 
one of the pariors of the executive mansion.’’ 

_*Did you know of the call for the meeting ?” 

‘‘No. Upon inquiry today after reaching the 
city lam reliably informed that this meet- 
ing was called by a _ notification 
written upon the official letter paper of the 
state alliance, upon which appears my. name 
as president, the names of the executive com- 
mittee, secretary and other officers. The let- 
ter calling this meeting wenton tosay that 
there would be a meeting of prominent alli- 
ancemen from all parts of the state at 
the goverpor’s mansion Thursday evening, 
February 5th, at 7:30 o’clock p.m. It invited 
the party to whom it was addressed, to be 
present at the meeting, at which matters of 
great importance to the order would be 
discussed, and in conclusion it enjoined 
the strictest secrecy as to the notification; 
and this letter written on the official lettey- 
head of the order, 1 am informed, was signed 
by R. L. Burks, the state secretary.” 

“Well, is this the regular way of calling an 
alliance meeting ?’’ 

‘No, this is not the regular, but a very ir- 
regular, way of calling an alliance meeting. 
As I said, I had no notification nor intimation 
whatever of any such _ gathering. I 
have been at home watching . an 
old father who came near drowning on 
Sabbath night with two of his grandchildren. 
If it had not been for my father’s sickness, it 
was well known to all who have read the 

apers recently that 2 would have been in 
Washington city at that time attend- 
ing the meeting of the national _legis- 
lative commnittee. The constitution 
of the Farmers’ § Alliance provides 
how a meeting of thealliance should be called ; 
whether that be asuballiance, a county al- 
Hance or a state alliance. A state alliance to 
be properly called, must be made by the presi- 
dent, either on his own motion or when 
petitioned to do so by. one-fifth of the county 
allianees in the state. This Jaw is 
found under article 2, section 4 of the consti- 
tution of the state alliance.” 

“Then the secretary couldn’t call a meeting 
of a state alliance or one that would have any 
recognized authority ?”’ 

“Certainly not. Article 2 section 6 fully sets 
out the uties of the secretary, and 
no such power or authority is 
given him in any case whatever. 
Of course there was nothing regular about 
these meetings. The delegates for any state 
alliance are fixed by law. The law provides 
that the representation shall be from county 
alliances, fixing the basis and the term of office. 
It furthermore provides that these delegates 
shall be elected at the first county meeting 
held in January of each year, We have now 
properly elected and ready for any emergency 
a set of delegates representing each county al- 
liance in the state, who alone can con- 
vene for the purpose of discussing and 
concluding important matters pertaining 
to the order, except those over which 
the executive committee and judicial commit- 
tee in connection with the president have ju- 
risdiction. Of the gentlemen mentioned as 

nt at those meetings, there is no member 
of either of those committees. The only alli- 
ance official there was Secretary Burks. Some of 
those present were alliancemen but some were 
not; one or two mentioned are not even eligi-

The state alliance at the 
same time, when not in session, gave the con- 
trol of the paper, so faras the state alliance 
was concerned, or the alliance policy of the 
paper, into the hands of the president and ex- 
ecutive committee. The unmaking of this 
official organ clearly rests, first with the state 
alliance and in the interim with the president 
and executive committee.” : 

“Have you seen the resolutions as published 
touching that paper, colonel ?’’ 

‘‘T have, and I am surprised at aset of in- 
telligent men, whether ailiancemen or non- 
alliancemen, taking such methods to condemn 
and my I an official organ of the state alli- 
ance. I notice that The Journal follows the 
resolutions with this sentence: ‘The com- 
mittee will at once begin preparations to start 
a@ new paper, to be conducted in the interest of 
the farmers, until the State Agricultural Society 
can arrange for an official organ.’ Now that 
seems to let the cat out of 
the bag. The State. Agricultural Society 
intends, I judge from that, to furnish an organ 
for the alliance. The State Agricultural So- 
ciety has about as much right to establish an 
organ for us as the caucus that met at the gov- 
ernor’s mansion had the right to abolish our 
organ. Tom Reed’s methods seem to be get- 
ting a foothold here.” 

“What do you intend to do about that mat- 
ter, as president of the state alliance ?”’ 

“I don’t see that there is a necessity for my 
doing anything. It reminds me _ very 
much of a gathering that once took 
place in London, when three tailors 
met, andin giving the results of their confer- 
ence, they began their proclamation, ‘With we, 
the people of London,’ ete. I take it for 
granted that this effort to divide our people 
and distract them in their efforts for relief 
will fall still born, when the inwardness of 
the thing is understood. They may have 
fovledjall of the people a part of the time, ora 
part of the people all the time, but it is im- 

ible to fool all the people all the time.”

“Simply that the paper has constantly stood 
for measures and men, for principles and not 
sentiment. 

‘Would the destruction of your organ dame 
age the order?’’ 

“Tt certainly would. This is too well known 
by those who oppose us. Many of them carry 
scars today given by The Southern Alliance 
Farmer. 

‘* Will they be able to down it?” 

“‘No sir, we have 50,000 alliancemen in 
Georgia who will put in $5 apiece before they 
would see it godown. There isnojust ground 
in my opinion for the complaint.

Now 
I have nothing more to say about the caucus 
save this: I know the alliance cause will live 
and flourish when those who now control it lie 
beneath the clods, and those who. are now 
fighting it shall have wasted their puerile 
efforts and satisfied the thirst that is conceived 
in malice and brought forth in selfishness.”

When seven or eight men are banded 
together and one man tries to rub against 
them, he doesn’t make much headway.”’ 
What do you think of government regula- 
tion of railroads?’’ 

“I don’t believe in it. What does the gov- 
ermment know about railroads?” 

What do you think of the physical condi- 
tion of the Terminal system’s property ?’’ 

“It is good. I must say that I am surprised 
by its excellence. I notice that the towns and 
cities are building up along the line. The 
presence of a road as well built and equipped 
as this is enough to make the country it pene- 
trates prosperous. The railroads and the 
towns have a common interest and are mutu- 
ally helpful to each other. They ought not 
to be fighting. There’s nothing in that. There 
is kinship between them.”’ 

‘What of the kin between this section and 
the country in the direction of Oregon?” 

“I think travel will increase and the people 
will get better acquainted, As to freight, it 
will go by the shortest. route, other things be- 
ing equal. If the road’s physical condition is 
as good, the shortest route will get the busi- 
ness.”’ 

‘What will be the effect of the Nicaragua 
canal on the Pacific lines ?’’ 

**The growth of the country will make it all 
right. I’d ratherit wouldn’t be built, but we are 
not hostile toward it. I don’t believe in fighting 
Let people build parallel roads if they want 
to oP 
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“Why has immigration gone west? What 
did the roads do to bring them there?”’ 

“It was not the roads. It was the country.”’ 

“Why has not the south built up like the 
west ?’’ 

“Don’task me. You knowwhy. First, you 
had slavery. That kept people from coming 
here. Then the rebellion. During the war 
they couldn’t well come. Since then they 
have been kept apart by the old feeling, but 
gradually the heads of northern and southern 
men have cooled, and now they are looking 
this way.”’ 

‘*With the northern masses is the war over ?”’ 

“Of course it is. There area few nonsen- 
sical people who must make a noise in the pa- 
pers.” 

**What do you think of the force bill ?’”’ 

“I don’t believe in forcing things. We 
should look ahead, and not look backward.’ 

‘*A bout the tariff?’ 

*“*T think a country that won’t protect its in- 
dustries fairly is no country at all.”’ 

‘‘What do you mean by fairly?” 

“It would take a volume to axplain that. I 
am for the United States, but I don’t believe 
in walling in the country completely. We 
should have enough duty to cover 
the difference in the cost of mate- 
rial and labor. We must not 
put our labor worth $30 a month ona par 
with European labor,-which gets $5. Where 
were most of the steel rails made last year? 
In America. But for protection that would 
never have happened.”’ 

“If my memory serves me well the duty on 
rails was first made high, and with the growth 
of the industry the policy of the government 
has been to reduce the duty and bring down 
the price of rails. Would you apply that rule 
to all protected industries ?”’ 

“Yes, thatisit. Protect them at the start 
and gradually reduce the price.” 

More from Mr, Inman. 

That this trip means more business than 
pleasure is evident from the trend of Mr. In- 
man’s and Calhoun’s remarks. In speaking 
about the exchange of business between the 
Piedmont manufacturing region and the agri- 
cultural country near and beyond the Missis- 
sippi, Mr. Calhoun remarked that ‘‘Columbus, 
Ga., was 600 miles nearer Denver than Lowell, 
Mass. was, these points representing the cot- 
ton mantfacture south and north. 

“In spite of this,’’ said Mr. Inman, ‘“‘tot- 
ton is shipped from the neighborhood of Co- 
lumbus to Lowell, there manufactured, and 
shipped to Denver. Most of the cotton goods 
have gone west that way. One purpose’ of 
our combination with trans-Mississippi lines 
is to change this and let the cotton goods 
go direct from our mills to the west. On 
the pro ratorule of distance for water, we 
count the steamer mileagé one-half. On that 
-basis New York is as _ ~near Denver 
by way of Savannah as by the more 
northerly rail lines. We can even ship 
manufactured goods from New York to Ore- 

on, by way of Savannah, the Terminal, 
Missouri Pacific and Union Pacific, in compe- 
tition with the northern lines. As for our 
own cotton mills, they are very much nearer 
the west, and the advantage of this through 
line will build up cotton manufactures in this 
section. Cottoninstead of going east to be 
spun and woven and then going west will be 
manufactured here and go straight to the con- 
sumer. The $10,000,000 worth of cotton goods 
that go to China from England, by way of 
Vancouver, ought to be manufactured here 
and go direct to Portland. 

‘*‘Let us keep inside the country,”’ said Mr. 
Calhoun. ‘‘You mayeven go as far west as 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, Indianapolis and Terre 
Haute and even then Atlanta, Birmingham, 
Chattanooga, Columbus, Augusta and the 
other manufacturing cities of this region are 
near the great agricultural regions in Texas, 
Indian Territory and Arizona. 
There these through lines open up an immense 
home market, a country which has agricultu- 
ral products in vast quantity to exchange for 
the manufactured goods of this manufacturing 
region.’’ 

‘One of the things we will do very soon,’ 
said Mr. Inman, “is to put on through trains 
from Atlanta to Little Rock. By these and 
other means we propose to connect the coun- 
try and bring about friendly and commercial 
relations.”’ 

This brief outline of the conversation shcws 
what these railroad men have in their heads. 
For a year or two there have been unmistaka- 
ble signs of astrongand growing friendship 
between the south and the west, politically 
and commercially. 6 time is ripe for 
the long latent feeling to blaze up 
brightly, and when it does it will shed a 
new light over the continent. 

Standing on the platform of Mr. Inman’s 
car, I looked in the faces of the curious crowds 
at the depots. and wondered what it meant. 
These men, though wealthy, are plain citizens, 
and sundry of them are bone of our bone and 
flesh of our flesh. Why, then, this continued 
demonstration which attends their journey? It 
is the mute but profound tribute to 
power, the silent testimony of expectation, 

Instinctively the people see the power for 
good or evil of a half dozen men who control 
nearly a fourth of the highways of the country, 
turning so much of its commerce here and 
there according to its’ pleasure, with one 
among their number who holds in his hand 
the reins of intelligence by the electric route. 
Just now there is a feeling that this immense 
power will be used for the good of this fa- 
vored region, and that is why so many eyes 
are turned upon the Gould-Inman party with 
more than idle curiosity.

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THE CITY ENGINEER sUBMITS 
BIS PLANS 


And Discusses Them at Length with the 
Com mittee—The Military Encampment. 
The Street-Paving Contract. 


The bridge committee of the general council 
and City Engineer Clayton held a long con- 
ference in the mayor’s office yesterday about 
the Forsyth street bridge. 

Mr. Turner, chairman of the committee, was 
out of the city. 

Mr. Clayton had his plans ready for the 
committee, and the paper was critically ex- 
amined by those present, including Mayor 
Hemphill. The drawingswere soplain that 
any one could understand thein easily. 

“You will observe,” said Mr. Clayton, point- 
ing to the intersection of Marietta and For- 
syth streets, that the bridge will start right 
he1e—here at the edge of Marietta street. But 
from this point to the alley behind the old cap- 
itol, retaining walls will be built and the grade 
raised to meet the actual beginning of the 
bridge.”’ 

“Why the retaining walls?” asked Mr. Mc- 
Bride. 

“To take care of the fill necessary to make 
the grade,’’ said Mr. Clayton. ‘‘On either side 
of the street there will be five feet given up to 
sidewalks all the way down to the railroad. 
Of course this measurement will begin from 
the walls of the houses. Then eight feet more 
on both sides will be given to wagonways or 
roadways, so that vehicles can reach the 
Western and Atlantic railroad depot.”’ 

**Will that be on the same grade the street 
now has?” asked a member of the committee, 

*‘A bout the same,’’ was the answer. 

“Then about the bridge ?’”’ was asked. 

‘After the thirteen feet on both sides have 
been taken, five feet for sidewalks and eight 
feet for driveways, then the other thirtyfour feet 
will be given up for an approach to the bridge. 
This approach will begin right at Marietta 
street, but, as I have said, down to this alley 
back of the capitol that forty feet will bea 
raised grade with the retaining walls.”’ 

“There,” continued Mr. Clayton as the 
gentlemen watched his fingers going over the 
paper, “the actual beginning of the approach 
to the bridge commences at thatalley. Here 
we will begin to build from the grouund u 
until we reach the railroad where the roc 
work ends.’’ eee 

“But won’t that injure the buildings along 
the street ?”” asked some one. 

“Hardly,” wasthe answer. ‘In front of 
the buildings on both sides is the five-foot 
sidewalk and the eight-foot driveway. This 
makes thirteen feet of open space for light and 
air in front of all the buildings on both sides, 
from Marietta street down to the railroad. 
That, I should think, would be enough.” 

“It looks that way,’’ remarked a gentleman 
present. 

“But,” said Mr. McBride, ‘what of the plan 
to build the bridge, with the driveway down 
the center and sidewalks on it?”’ 

“That is the plan Captain English sug- 
gests,’ said Mr. Clayton, ‘‘and there’s but 
one objection toit. That’s the damage suits. 
The truth is that would be the prettiest bridge 
and the best one.’’ 

Some one asked for the plan. 

Mr. Clayton presented it, saying: 

“We would begin at Marietta and build from 
the buildings out to the center driveway a 
solid bed of masonry. But this would not only 
shut out the light and air the buildings now 
have on both sides, but it would actually close 
the fronts. In fact all of the building below the 
line of the bridge would be shut up.” 

“But how about pedestrians crossing the 
other bridge—the one with the two drive- 
ways,’ was asked. 

“The approach to the bridge will be thirty- 
four feet wide,” answered Mr. Clayton, ‘‘and 
all the way upthis incline we have two five 
foot sidewalks to the bridge for pedestrians.”’ 

“Then about the bridge?” 

“Well, it will span the space between the 
abutment on the Marietta street side and the 
Alabama street side. It will be sixty feet 
wide, including two ten-foot sidewalks.”’ 

‘And built of what?”’ 

‘Steel. This plan suggests five rows of sup- 
ports from the ground up three supports in 
each row. But since I made it Chief Engineer 
Hunter, of’ the Central, has examined it and 
there are chances that the road will oppose 
these supports.”’ 

‘And why ?’’ 

‘*Because they are too near the cars. Any 
one sticking a head out of a window about 
there would be apt to lose it.” 

‘Then how will you remedy it 

‘‘Mr. Hunter will have a survey made, and 
if the track can be moved so as to accommo- 
date us we will use this. If not we will have 
to build a truss bridge, like the Broad street. 
You see this bridge has nothing above the 
ground or surface except these railings on the 
edge.” 

What will you use for flooring ?’’ asked Mr. 
King, 
“Over the bridge proper, granite blocks— 
the same as the approach.” 

‘Is your material heavy enough?” asked 
Mr. McBride. 

“Oh, yes, for years tocome. It will support 
just twenty-five times as much as the Broad 
street bridge ever would.”’ 

‘And what will it cost ?’’ 

‘‘Somewhere in the neighborhood of $40,000, 
I think.”’ 

The committee, after endorsing the plan, 
adjourned to meet again this afternoon, when 
requests for bids will be authorized to be pub- 
lished.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, February 6.—Mild weather and heavy re- 
ceipts in the northwest caused a weak feeling in the 
wheat pit atthe opening. The first sales of May were 
at 99%c, and soon 99c was the market price, and about 
Lc Was as much reaction as the covering of some shorts 
at 99¢ could produce. After a long period of inactivity 
there was some brisk trading and a break to 98'sc. The 
bulls, who were waiting for such a time as this ap- 
peared to buy on, seized the opportunity simultane- 
ously with the shorts, and the combined buying of the 
two interests caused a quick advance to 99'gc, with a 
reaction to 984,(«93°*,¢c before the close. 

Corn—The prospect of nearly double the number of 
cars on Saturday which figured on today’s corn inspec- 
tion sheet caused a much weaker feeling to prevail, 
and, the price of wheat breaking about the same time, 
May corn sold off from 53’,c to 53'gc. A reaction which 
followed left the price at 534,c. 

Oats—Hutchinson supported the oats market, and to 
do so had to buy fully 1,000,000 bushels. 

Provisions—In provisions an increase of about 5,000 
hogs, over the estimates made yesterday, caused the 
opening to be rather soft and at a sharp decline from 
the prices of the preceding afternoon. The opening 
prices proved to be the highest of the day, and after 
an inactive session, without any recuperative energy 
appearing to relieve the monotonous decline, prices 
were at their lowest when the time for adjournment 
had been reached, and the market appeared weak at 
the decline.

CHICAGO, February 6.—With fine weather and 
large receipts local speculators were inclined to be 
bearish on the opening this morning. 

A few heavy speculators, who bought from 96c up to 
$101, not wishing to take a loss after having a profit, 
sold out their holdings at about an average cost. This 
was the principal cause of the decline to about 95c. 

There was some liberal buying at about 98*/c with 
orders all the way down to 98c should the market de- 
cline that much, but the purchases around 98 ye ab- 
sorbed about all offerings, causing about '.c advance 
from lowest point, part of which was lost, closing 
about ‘yc lower than yesterday. 

The demand for spot wheat being light and there 
being prospects of fine weather may cause a heavy 
market for a few days, but we think any further de- 
cline from present prices will bring good buying orders 
both for speculative and domestic purposes, and that 
any decline below 98c wouid only be temporary. 

There is absolutely nothing to recordin the corn and 


oat market today—we think there is quite a large 


quantity of corn held back in the country by farmers 
who hope to realize 55 or 60 cents per bushel in Chicago. 
We think they have set their figures rather high, and 
with a continuation of the present mild winter they 
may find themselves next spring with more high 
priced corn on their hands than they have any use for. 

Receipts of hogs were again larger than the esti- 
mates and the whole line of that product was some 
what lower than yesterday, There seems to be no en. 
couragement in sight for holders. Interest, insurance 
and storage are working night and day, while their 
profits lie in the hope of better prices in the dim 
Pature.

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THE WORK OF MOVING THE BEN 
HILL MONUMENT BEGINS TODAY, 


Its Location in the Statehouse Decided Upon. 
A Point About the Tax Act—Under 
One Head. 


The work of moving the Ben Hill monu- 
ment begins today. 

Its place in the capitol was decided yester- 
day. 
It wil) stand in one corner of the area at the 
foot of the north stairway—the one near the 
governor's office that leads up to the library. 

It will be on the left of one coming down the 
stairs, and in the corner of the area nearest the 
comptroller general’s office. 

The monument will be moved in four parts— 
the statue and the base in three parts. 

Aniron pillar is to be placed in the base- 
ment, directly under the monument. 

The work will probably be completed Mon 
day. 

Attention, Tax Collectors! 

Dealers in cartridges are not taxed. 

Dealers in toy pistols are not taxed, unless 
the toy pistols shoot cartridges. 

It’s a case of one small comma making a 
great deal of difference. 

That clause of paragraph 16, section 2 of the 
tax act passed at the last legislature—page 45 
of the printed acts—reads in print—‘‘toy pis- 
tols, shooting cartridges.”’ 

Which means that dealers in toy pistols and 
dealers in shootitg cartridges are to pay a tax. 

In the original act, in the office of the secre- 
tary of state, there is no comma between the 
two; so that the tax really is only upon deal- 
ers in ‘toy pistols shooting cartridges’’—upon 
toy pistols, that is, which shoot cartridges. 

This is an important matter, and of interest 
to every tax collector in the state, as well as to 
every dealer in these articles. 

So dealers in cartridges are not taxed; and 
only a certain class of toy pistols are taxed. 

Military Matters. 

An election was ordered yesterday for 
colonel to command the Ninth Regiment, 
Georgia Volunteers. 

Two resignations were received yesterday— 
R. R. Richards, paymaster of the third Battal- 
ion at Savannah, and R. D. Wylly, second 
lieutenant McIntosh Light Dragoons. 

The governor. yesterday received a letter 
from Colonel Olmstead of Savannah, stating 
that on account of his business engagements 
he would be unable to accept the tender of re- 
appointment as quartermaster general. 

This severs Colonel Olmstead’s connection 
with the military advisory board. 

He has been one of the most energetic and 
valuable members of the board, and the wish 
was universal in military circles that he would 
remain a member. 

By his retirement there are left two va- 
cancies in the advisory board. 

The governor has not yet announced 
either appointment. 

The Geological Muddle. 

The controversy in the geological depart- 
ment is still on, and developments of some im- 
portance were made yesterday. 

The governor received a letter from Pro- 
fessor Willett, of Mercer.college. 

A copy of this letter was then sent to each 
member of the board. 

In the letter Professor Willett states in ef- 
fect that his first letter was obtained under 
misleading circumstances, and that it has 
been misused by Mr. Whatley. 


REPRESENTATIVE WHATLEY 


Writes a Card Which Will Be of Interest to 
Dr. Spencer. 

PARIS, Ga., February 6.—Editor Constitution: I 
see from your issue of the 4th instant that Dr. 
J. W. Spencer has published in your valuable 
paper the report which he submitted January 7 
1891, to the governor and advisory board now man- 
aging the geological department. In that report 
Dr. Spencer sees fit to use the following language: 

There were no personal relations of a strained 
character until after the introduction of the pro- 
posed geological bill. Representative Whatley 
demanded of me what report I would make of his 
brother’s work. I had not seen the report at that 
time, and replied that 1 “‘would like to make a 
good report, and hoped that his brother would 
give me such.” He then asked, “Well, if his 
work is not acceptable to you?” I replied that I 
would have to tell the board so. He then said, 
“If Fie do, I will take my brother home and 
break up the survey.” 

I would not reply to the above statement but 
for the reason thatall the people of Georgia who 
read THE CONSTITUTION are not acquainted with 
the erratic Dr. Spencer. I heard that his report 
to the board contained®such a statement withina 
few days after it was submitted. I informed all 
the members of the board with whom I met tha 
the statement was false. 

I was fortunate enough to meet Spencer in the 
presence of two gentlemen who, by faithful ser- 
vice have proved their patriotism and devotion to 
Georgia’s interest, and in the presence of those 
gentlemen I told Spencer that the above state- 
ment was an intamous falsehood. I repeated this 
twice in the face of the doctor, for the reason that 
the two gentlemen referred to were not present 
at the sametime. Spencer knows that the above 
statement of his is a malicious falsehood, 

Spencer did say to me this: ‘Unless my bill is 
passed I will have the department abolished, and 
all those who oppose my bill will be politically 
dead.”” My reply to this remark was, “Rather 
than havethe department with its great benefits to 
Georgialeftentirely in your hands, I would favor 
the abolition of the department and work for it.”’ 
I quote about the words which were spoken 
at the time of the conver$ation, and Spencer knows 
it, or at least he did not and would not dispute it 
in ny presence. 

I was and am opposed to Spencer's amendment. 
In my opinion, it would be unwise to place the 
department, with its great interest to the state, 
together with the patronage of the office and the 
expenditure of the appropriations, entirely in the 
hands ofa man who is not identified with our 
people, and who 1s recognized to be as altogether 
impracticable as Spencer is known to be. 

As I very much detest a mewspaper controversy, 
I shall have nothing more to say, trusting that 
God in his mercy may open the eyes of this erratic 
Dr. Spencer. lam, very respactfully,
